gato Me. (Menahot 104.) 
Prophet after prophet has added his 
protest against the mechanical ritual of 
sacrifices, emphasising that sin is not 
ed by outer offerings but by inner 
sanctification. Im the words of the 
Rabbis: “ Whosoever sacrifices his evil 
impulse and confesses it, has honoured 
God.” (San, 43.) The Talmud - this 
question : * How can one bring his offer- 
ing if he himself (his heart) is not there- 
?” No sacrifice was valid in Temple 
times unless it was accompanied by sin- 
cere repentance (Vidui). 
Read carefully our Sidra and you will 
be impressed with the constant insistence 
én the spirit that is to accompany all 
offerings. That is why the word gefesh 
is so frequently used. When Rabbi Meir 
was once asked: Why does the Torah 
tell us in some passages that God is 
delighted with such offerings, and in 
others. that t are abominable’ unto 
Him? His reply was, “It all depends 
whether a man’s heart is offered at the 


‘game time that he offers the animal.” It 


is the animal spirit in us that we are 
asked (o offer up as an atonement for 
our sins. Such a sacrifice is, indeed, as 
a sweet-smelling savour unto Heaven, 


ERHAPS the most beautiful and satis- 
fying explanation of our text is that 
found in a medieval commentary. Ex- 
plaining why the word venefesh is used 
so often in our Sidra, the commentator 
says that the soul and the body stand in 
felation to each other as the shepherd 
does to his flock. The soul must guide 
the body as the shepherd tends his sheep, 
directing it to do good and avoid evil; 
and just as the shepherd would be taken 
to task and punished if wilful neglect of 
his charge were proved, so is the soul

Ou only part of man created in 
God's image—does the Torah request the 
soul to admit its guilt, 
The Jewish attitude towards sacrifice 
will also be better appreciated if we bear 


in mind the predominant ce occu 
by human and animal erings ~ 
the religiens of antiquity. To the ever- 


lasting credit of Judaism it was the first 
to suDdstitute animal sacrifice for human 
offerings. The binding of Isaac, occurring 
as it does in the very dawn of Jewish 
history, is the last racorded instance of an 
attempt at human sacrifice, and even this 
story has been symbolised to such an 
extent as almost to remove it from the 
realm of fact. In a Mi_rashic passage 
(Genesis Rabbais ivi, 11), the Rabbis pic- 
ture Isaac's joyous readiness to 

immolated at God's behest. As father 
and son were making their way towards 
Mount Moriah, bent on fulfilling God's 
severe command, Isaac turned to his 
father. “O father,”” he said, “1 am yet 
young and | am fearful lest my body 
might tremble at the sight of the knife, 
causing you grief. I am also fearful lest 
my offering will not be a perfect offering. 


lt is such syrabolism that has given 
deathlessness to Judaism, enabling it 
also, from time to time, te rise to high 
powers and stir its adherents to fruitful 
activity in all spheres of thought and con- 
duct. When the sinner of old viewed his 
sacrifice on the altar, watching its 
slaughter, the sprinkling of the blood and 
the final burning with the smoke thereof 
curling up to heaven, he must have 
thought to himself: “ There, but for the 
grace of God, who has provided this 
substitute for me, would | have been 
slaughtered.” 

Though, since the destruction of the 
Temple, all sacrifices have been abolished, 
and are hardly likely to be reintroduced 
into our national life in Israel, yet the 
spirit of sacrifice in our midst must never 
die. All good causes in our communal 
life cry out with a myriad of tongues for 
our sacrifice of time and money; anc *t 
will be a sad day when the mes: of 
Leviticus is relegated to the limbo of for- 
gotten things. 

God still demands sacrifices of us, but 
these are no longer rams. and lambs. 
sheep and hérd. The sacrifices of the 
Lord are eternal. These are: “a broken 
spirit. a broken and a cantrite heart. 
(Psalm h. 19.)

One of the oldest prayer books 
was the one sent by R. Amram Gaon, 
who lived about 875, to the communities 
of Spain at the request of .the religious 
leaders there. From then onwards every 
prominent hae tried to compose his 
wn prayer bOOK. 
¢ jewish prayer tended to develop from 
private’ devotions to public and organised 
divine service. Because in the early days 
prayers were not written but were re- 
tained in the memory of the people, often 
different wordings of the same prayers 
were retained among different people.

LORDS DEBATE ARAB 
REFUGEE PROBLEM 


Dr. Garbett Blames the 
Jews 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent| 


Rehabilitation of the Arab refugees 
was debated in the House of Lords on 
Tuesday 

The Archbishop of York, Dr. Ganperr, 
who opened the debate, referred to what 
he called the massacre of at icast 150 
women and children at Deir Yassin, and 
described this as “a deliberate and cold- 
blooded act of terrorism.” 

The news of this massacre, said the 
Primate, spread rapidly from village to 
village. Some other outrages on a simi- 
lar scale took place and there commenced 
a panic-stricken exodus of tens of 

otheir or 
hundreds of years. 

He put the number of Palestinian 
refugees at 800,000, and said that im 
many cases their homes had been taken 
over by the State of Israci and given to 
Jewish immigrants. In many cases. 
homes had been destroyed and others had 
been looted. 

“ There are a large number who are 
filled with a passionate desire to return 
to their homes.” continued Dr. Garbett. 

“I think « would be breaking every 
law of justice if the United tions 
accepted the position that these people 
must be permanently expelled from their 
homes. 

“I hope that the Jews in Palestine will 
themselves realise the harm that they will 
be doing. not only to their own reputa- 


tion, but the dangers to which they will 
expose themselves in the future if they 
make no attempt to reconcile these 


peopic. 
Miseries of Exile 

“It would be well for the stability of 
Israci if now, while there is time, it 
showed a conciliatory attitude towards 
these Palestinian refugees.” 

Viscount Swiwron, from the O - 
tion front bench, declared that the ad 
more than any other race in the world, . 


-had known the miseries of exile and per- 


secution. It would be a strange thing 
that the first results of the establishment 
of a Jewish Siate should be that other 
human beings were to suffer some of the 
worst sufferings which the Jews had ever 
experienced in their own persecution 

Lord Amutare, who is connected with 
the Red Cross, mentioned that a fund 
had been started by Jews in Great Britain 
who had collected money for the purpose 
of relieving distress. 

Lord Lioyvp thought that the overall! 
responsibiluy rested with the United 
Nations. It was not only the responsi- 
bility of the State of Isracl, but it was 
in us own interests that « should show 
an attitude of generosity 

Lord Mowtacu of Beaulieu said that 
Israci, by ts own actions, had spread 
misery, starvation, and death to nearly 
two-thirds. of the Arab population of 
Palestine. “‘ We must judge in the future 
whether the State of Israci has a heart,” 
he said. “ but let i mever be said that 
the new State was born without a con- 
science." 

Lord Ginsres. who was closely con- 
cerned in the administration of the Jewish 
detaince camps at Cyprus, said that 
nothing would give Israel a better send- 

f and nothing could ensure for - it 
more sincere good wishes for its future 
than if it were to do everything possible 
to join hands with those who were en- 
deavouring to alleviate the suffering of 
the unhappy recfugecs. 

Lord Henpexson, Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, said that the great prob- 
lem of repatriation of resetiiement was 
one on which the Government wtre 
ready to co-operate as far as they could 

Viscount Samus. referred to his 
forthcoming visit to Isracl, and promised 
to take any opportunity he might have 
of conferring with the Israeli authorities 
and conveying to them the feclingeof the 
House, their deep concern at the plight of 
the refugees. and the very earnest ho 
of their Lordships that Isracl would take 
any measures within its power in the 
resettlement of the refugees in conditions 
which were just and effective for the 
redemption of their plight. 


BRITISH AT AQABA 


A statement which seeks to justify 
Britain's actions in the Aqaba situation 
is being sent to the Secretary-Gencral of 
the United Nations. This statement 
maintains that the dispatch and reinforce- 
ment of the British force at Aqaba is not 
contrary to the Palestine truce. 

Mr. C. P. Foreign Under- 
Secreiary, made a statement on the posi- 
tion in the House of Commons on Mon- 
day, in reply to Mr. Baanerr Janner 
(Lab., Leicester, W.). 

He said that tae British force at Aqaba 
was there at the sequest of the Trans- 
jordan Government, a request with which 
the British Government were obliged to 
comply under Transjordan 
Treaty. 

It had recently been reinforced ia view 
of the advance Isracli forces to the 
Gulf of Aqaba. This mission was to 
defend the Port of Aqaba, and .to sup- 


be attacked.

gaged in the conflict, was debarred from 
reinforcing or altering the composition of 
its forces in the Middle Easi: or that 
the United Kingdom should not 
its own forces with such arms a 
ammunition as they might require. 

“Movements between the Gritish 
forces stationed at various points in the 
Middic East have, im fact, been freely 
carried out wwhout comment dor criticesm 
from the Acting Mediator or the United 
Nations. Moreover, i has been made 
clear that the task of the Agaba force 
is strictly defensive. 

“ The Transjordan Goverament have 

ted the Britsh Government to 
assist them with patrols.along the fron- 
tier near Aqaba. and the vernment 
have been considering this request. 

“ They hope, however, thal a saccess- 
ful conclusion to the cease-fire negotia- 
fons at present being carried on between 
Isracl and Transjordan would render such 
action unnecessary. 

“ So far from the presence of a defen- 
sive British force at Aqaba impeding 
negotiations between Isracl and Trans- 
jordan, the British Government are con- 
vinced that u is only the presence of 
this force which has stabilised the situa- 
tion and enabled the negotiabons to pr 
ceed as far at they have now donc.” 


FASCIST MARCH

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ISRAEL’S ECONOMY 
Budget Hopes and Fears 


By CALCULUS 


Like the people of Britain, the Israchis 
are now awaiting with much concern the 
announcememt of the new half-yearly 
budget, which Mr. Ben-Gurion'’s Govern- 
ment is expected to submit to the Knesset 
in a few days time. Next to a success 
ful conclusion of the negotiations with 
their Arab ncighbours, the problem of 
State expenditure s considered to be the 
most important internal malicr worrying 
the citizens of Israci. 

So far, the framing of the new budget 
is still a State secret, but the Govern- 
ment has already indicated that austerity 
will be its main feature. In anticipa- 
tion of this, a new luxury tax, of from 
1S to 33 per cent, has been introduced, 
and drastic steps are being taken to 
reduce the abnormally high prices making 
Israel probably the dearest country to live 
in in that part of the world to-day. 

One of the main difficulties to be over- 
geome appears to be the reduction of 
wages and of the prices of agricultural 
products. lt seems that a_ textile 
worker in Isracl carns as much as £2 10s. 


to £3 for an cight-hour working day. 


To compensate the workers and induce 
them to agree to an official wage con- 
trol, the Government is introducing a 
comprehensive scheme for social insur- 
ance, which would render Israci in thus 
res a really advanced modern Siatc. 

hey as outlined in Tel Aviv by 
Mr. J. Kanievsky, Director of the Inst- 
tute for Social Research, provides for 
free medical aid, including hospitals, for 
all the citizens of Isracl. It would be 
a compulsory ipsurance scheme for all 
‘wage-carners, artisans, and free profes- 
sions. in addition to medica! treatment, 
it provides for workmen's compensation, 
special allowances for capectant mothers 
and maternity aid, assistance to invalids, 
old-age pensions, assistance to widows 
and orphans, and, above al!, unemploy- 
ment insurance. 


Novel Feature

As well as fixing the new budget 
and social insurance scheme, the Israel: 
Cabinet is now considering the question 
on whom the main burden of taxation 1s 
to be placed. The present system of 
income4tax seems to be unsatisfactory 
There are too many caemptions, although 
income-tax to-day supplies 25 per cent 
of the State’s income, as compared with 
12 per cent under the Mandatory Power. 
Isracli Treasury officials are busy draw- 
ing up a new income-tax scheme, which 
would divide the burden between al! sec- 
tions of the community in an equal and 
fair measure 

At present, the agriculiura) section its 
practically exempt from taxes This 
causes much resentment among other 
workers, and, in particular, in industria! 
and business circles, which are called 
upon to provide nearly 80 per cent of the 
‘State's total needs. At the same time, 
there is the problem of the new indus- 
tries. which, as Mr Ben-Gurion 
promised, are not to be taxed, at leas 
not for the next few years, if foreign 
capital is to be induced to invest in 
Israe!

in addition to this, there is the prob- 
lem of the new Israeli Civil Service, and 
the scak of yment to be fixed and 
approved by Parliament. It is realised 
by the Israch leaders that for a country 
jus; rising to its feet administration 
costs must be kept very small and 
salaries low. But in view of the high 
standard of living in Israc! to-day. this 
would entail two grave riski. First. the 
Civil Service would fail to attract efficient 
people able to earn more elsewhere: and. 
secondly, the Civil Servants would be 
compelied to lve at the level of the 
poorest in the community. 

Another consideration is the question 
of Israel's diplomatic -epresentation 
abroad, which, since there are Jewish 
Communities all over the glo. :, has to 
be kept on a considerably larger scale 
than the diplomatic rep-esentations of 
other small countries. Having been 
recogmsed by nearly 50 countries, the 
Israeli Government finds itself compelled 
to appoint representatives to most of 
these countries ; this, of course, is not the 
case with a country such as Luxemburg, 
or even Belgium, with a population of 
about cight times that of Israel. 

The Government budget for the three 
months from January to March amounied 
to about 1.£4,000,000, but it is feared that 
in view of all this rising expenditure the 
new estimates to be submitted will be 
much higher.

He asked the Minister 
to allow Copt migrims from Egypt to 
travel to Jerusalem via Isracli-occupied 
territory in order to visit the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre (in the Old City) 
during Easter. Rabbi Fishman promised 
to give every possible assistance to Copt

Meantime, there 6 a good deal of 
speculation among the Jewish Community 
as to what the future holds in store for 
it. Jewrsh reactions fall broadly into two 
categories. The first group tends to 
estimate future probaluhities on the basis 
of the actual record of the Nationalist 


Government towards the Jewish Com- 


munity since it came into power, and in 
a mec. ure finds this reassuring. The other 
group, on the other hand, beheving that 
the prosnects of the Jewish Community 
are inseparable from those of the country 
as a whole, shares with the great majority 
of the English-speaking section doubts 
and anxieties regarding the ultimate 
stability and tranquillity of South Africa 
under the Nationalist regime. 


Apprehension 


There can be no question that before 
the General Election of May, 1948, the 
Jewish Community regarded with appre- 
hension the prospect of the Nationalist 
Party coming into power. Jewish appre- 
henssons were based on solid facts which 
are now common knowledge: first, there 
was the eeneral record of the Nationalist 
Party during the war, its profession of 
neutrality which, in practice, took the 
form of a good deal of sympathy for 
Germany, though not necessarily for the 
doctnnes of Nazism. Secondly, there was 
the general “ Christian National philo- 
sophy “of the Nationalist Party, its de- 
termination to secure the dominance (if 
not the domunation) of the Afnkaans 
Nationalist clement in the political, cul- 
tural. and economic hfe of South Africa 
Thirdly, there was the specific record of 
anti-Semitism within the Nationalist 
Party: its programme for the complete 
banning of further Jewish immigration, 
the anti-Semitic speeches of Mr. Eric 
Louw and several other Nationalist 
spokesmen, and the ban which has existed 
im the Transvaal Province since 1940 
against Jewish ‘mefnbership of the 
Nationalist Party 


Doubts Coalirmed 


These were solid enough reasons why 
Jews in South Africa should view with 
concern the possibility of the Nationalist 
Party coming into power. And because 
itus was a record that went back at least 
10 years, understandable that the 
community regarded with certain 
amount of mcredulity and suspicion such 
imiications as had becn forthcoming dur- 
img the previous year or two of a possible 
change mm Nationalist policy If there 


were facts pomftine in that direction. 
people wondered whether they repre- 
sented a change of heart or merely a 


change of tactics. 
were naturally confirmed 
recently as October 15, 1947. Mr. Eric 
Louw, prominent Nationalist jeader. 
categorically affirmed thatthe Nationalist 
proposals. for discriminating against Jews. 
which by then had become very familiar. 
were still part and parcel of the National- 
mt 

Only a fortmght later, however, on 
October 0, 1947, the Nationalist Press 
published a lengthy interview with Dr 
Malan. which had manifestly been drafted 
very caretully, setting out in the form of 
question and answer the policy of the 
Natonalst Party towards the Jews. To a 
question whether the Nationalist Party was 


hese doubts 
when, as 
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anti-Jewish, he replied that the answer was 
“ No,” adding that while there were anti- 
Jewish individuals in the Party, there was 
less “ underground anti-Jewishness " than 
in the United Party. The greater part of 
the interview was given up to expounding 
and defending the Nationalist policy on 
immigration and justifying its determina- 
tion “to stop further immigration of 
Jews * (except near relatives and persons 
who would provide for religious and cul- 
tural needs). 
“No Discrimination 

The kernel of the interview, described 
as “ the most important question,” was: 
“ Does the Nationalist Party aim at in- 
ternal discrimination against established 
Jews ? To this, Dr. Malan replied that 
“as far as its declared policy is con- 
cerned, the Party does not stand for 
legislative measures which discriminate 
between Jew and non-Jew.” This was 
followed by the question whether certain 
sections of the community did not require 
to be “ protected” against “ exploita- 
tion.” Dr. Malan'’s answer was that the 
Jews had no “ monopoly ™ of exploiters, 
and that the Nationahst Party wishes “ to 
protect every section against exploitation 
of any sort from whatever source it might 
come.” He added, however: “ Where 
there is a retardation of any particular 
section, for example, of the Afrikaans- 
speaking people in commerce, then such 
a section is fully justified and in duty- 
bound to exert their own utmost and 
united strength in obtaining the share to 
which they are entitled in every possible 
direction.” What precise significance had 
to be attached to this declaration in that 
particular context, it was difficult to say. 

The Jewish Community as a whole was 
only partially reassured by Dr. Malan’s 
Statement. 


Dr. Malan’s Reply 


When representatives of the Board of 
Deputies called on Dr. Malan,’ in his 
capacity as Prime Minister, in June of 
last year, and told him of the disquiet 
that existed im sections of the community, 
he replied that “* both he and his Govern- 
ment stood for a policy of non-dis- 
crimination against any section of the 
European population in South Africa.” 
He added that he “ looked forward to the 
tume when there would be no further talk 
regarding the so-called Jewish question 
in the life and politics of this country.” 

it must be admitted that there is no 
evidence of discrimmnation against Jews 
On the contrary, in the matter of 
naturalisation, for instance, the figures 
published for the second half of last year 
reveal that at least as many Jews were 
naturalised as in previous years. Even in 
regard to immigration, while there 1s an 
uncomfortable that the admission 
of Jews is made very difficult, one cannot 
point specifically to cases where 
individuals have been barred solely be- 
cause they are Jews.. (The Immigrants 
Selection Board is, however, a body with 
absolute powers, which gives no reasons 
for its decisions and is required to take 
mito account the persona! and cconomic

Even more significant, perhaps, are 
the positive steps being taken by the 
Nationalists to win the active support of 
Jews for the Party.

What are. 
present “ correct’ attitude of the Malan 
Government being maintained ? Its 
record, since it came into power, provides 
a* basis for reasonable confidence, and 
there ts no doubt that a great many 
Nationalists are not anti-Semites, and 
would genuinely welcome better feeling 
between Jews and their Party. In addi- 


tion, there are solid reasons of self- 
interest which should influence the 
Nationalist Party. Preoccupied as the 


Nationalists are with the tremendous

sohdarity of the White group. Further- 
more. in the economic field, the Govern- 
ment is impressed with the necessity of 
restoring confidence both at home and

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FOR OUR YOUTH 


IN commemorating the original sponsors of 
the English Zionist Federation, on the occa- 
sion of its jubilee, special mention has rightly 
been made of Colonel A. E. Gotpsmip, who 
may be regarded as the founder of modern 
Zionism in this country. Just 45 years ago, 
the issue of Tue Jewish for 
April 1, 1904, contained many tributes on 
the death of this illustrious man at the un- 
timely age of 57. He was certainly a noble 
figure, who represented the finest ideals of 
Anglo-Jewry.. Brought up outside his 
ancestral faith, he voluntarily adopted 
Judaism after reaching manhood His 
championship of the Zionist cause revealed 
the intensity of his Jewish feelings. Yet 
that was only one aspect of his sterling 
character The obituary notice which we 
print this week on the death of Mr 
ALGERNON Lesser—a lifelong worker for 
the welfare of Anglo-Jewish youth—recalls 
that he was the co-founder with Colonel 
Go_psmip of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade 
Complementary to his activities as a Zionist 
on behalf of world Jewry, Colonel GoLp- 
owas: determined to. foster and 
strengthen by every means in his power the 
lovalty and devotion of his Jewish fellow- 
citizens to Britain. Not content with his 
own outstanding services to the British 
Army. he became Commandant of the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade; in order to promote 
ameng Anglo-Jewish youth the highest con- 
cepts of good citizenship combined with 
Jewish wWeals His example serves aS a 
reminder that, whatever other causes rightly 
claim our support, the well-being of the 
young people growing up in our midst must 
not be neglected. And the columns of this 
paper at the present time describe a mullti- 
plicity of topics which are intimately con- 
nected with the requirements of. youth. 


Much discussion 18 gomg on in connection 
with the work of organisations concerned 
with Jewish religious education. Proposals 
have been advanced for the reorganisation 
of the Central Council, whose work has 
become frustrated through lack of financial 
support, among other things. Until the 
Provincial communities show greater public 
spirit* and sense of unity in this matter, it 
is difficult to see how the Central Council 
can establish itself as successfully as the Lon- 
don Board has done. Upon the delegates 
to the conferences now being arranged in 
diflerent Provincial centres devolves the duty 
of accepting responsibilities which cannot be 
shirked, if we wish Judaism to have an influ- 
ence on the lives of the younger generation 
The proposed establishment of a Jews’ Col- 
lege and London Board of Jewish Religious 
Educatién Faculty for Teachers’ Training 
gives welcome promise of advance in a 
cognate ficild. But it is impdOrtant to avoid 
any appearance of rival schemes, and the 
programme of the British Section of the 
World Union for Jewish Education will need 
to be carefully adjusted so as to secure co- 
ordination of effort. Nor must it be for- 
gotien that the Central Council also has 
on the subiect. 

Whatever training plans may be made, 
however, no suitable candidates will present 
themselves for the profession of Jewish 
teacher unless religion finds its proper place 
m the Jewish youth movement. At this 
week's annual conference of the Union of 
Young Israel Societies, reported on page 21 
of thes wsue, the Chairman's remarks on this 
point were most disappointing. He spoke 
of their weakened position—only dances and 
sports seemed to succeed—and deplored 
their inability to find a Religious Officer. 
Agaimst this, however, should be set the 
report presented at the 36th birthday cele- 
bration of the West Central Club and Settle- 
ment (also on page 21), at which it was 
announced that religion formed a main 
feature of their activities. It will be remem- 
bered, too, that the Association for Jewish 
Youth has always attached the utmost im- 
portance to religious work, and that for a 
year Mr. H. Ovpman acted as its Religious 
Director. But he |! now resigned, and 


the finding of a successor May not be too — 


easy a matter. At the last annual conference 
of its members, the need for Jewish Com- 


munity Centres was mentioned. Although 
the United Synagogue has temporarily put 
this project into cold storage, something 
along these lines will be essential in the 
interests of our youth. 

A recent Ministry of Education publica- 
tion, “ Report of the Committee on Recruit- 
ment, Training, and Conditions of Service 


of Youth Leaders and Community Centre | 


Wardens,” makes suggestions in this regard 
which apply to the Jewish no less than to 
the wider community. For example, it 
stresses the connection between youth 
leadership and teaching. This happily 
accords with the new proposals of the Lon- 
don Board of Jewish Religious Education 
and the Welfare Committee of the United 
Synagogue for a Joint Appointments Board 
for Jewish teachers and youth leaders. As 
will be seen from the report in this issue of 
the meeting of the Standing Conference of 
the Welfare Committee of the United Syna- 
gogue, that body is energetically tackling a 
multitude of questions affecting Jewish 
youth. More intractable is the problem of 
bringing Jewish influences to bear on our 
young Servicemen in the Forces. Yet here, 
too, some progress can be recorded. 


If Jewish workers feel at times a cer- 
tain amount of disappointment and frustra- 
tion, it should be remembered that many 
of our difficulties are shared by all sections 
of the population. This finds reflection in 
the fact that the Council of King George's 
Jubilee Trust have decided to apport a 
Standing Research and Advisory Committee 
on Youth, with a permanent secretariat. 
The Association for Jewish Youth is among 


the bodies which have close associations with - 


the Trust, and our community will thereby 
be better enabled to contribute to and share 
in the solving of vexatious current problems. 


U.S.S.R. AND ISRAEL 


FOR several week’ past, we have been pub- 


dishing disquieting reports from our corres- 
pondents of discriminatory measures—there 


‘as no other term applicable-—introduced 


against Zionists in Eastern Europe. About a 
fortnight ago, almost all Ztontst activities 
were stopped in Rumania and seven Israeli 
citizens imprisoned ; a week ago, 10 Zionist 
workers, also Israeli citizens, were given 24 
hours to quit Hungary; and this week we 
publish the report of a raid by members of 
the Hungarian secret police on the offices of 
the Zionist Organisation in Budapest. 
Parallel with these measures are the officially 
inspired steps reported from Poland this 
week to oust the Zionists from the local 
Jewish committees and replace them by 
Communists or “ fellow-travellers.” And all 
this is accompanied by sudden deliberate 
restrictions -on emigration to Israel and a 
strange, virulent campaign against what ts 
styled “Jewish nationalism and reaction.” 
This campaign, blown across Eastern Europe 
by the bitter winds from Moscow, is causing 
justifiable apprehension among the Jewish 
Communities in Poland, Czechosbovakia, 
and other countries bordering on Russia, 
and it must cause bewilderment among Jews 
elsewhere. ‘ What adds to the bitterness and 
disappointment produced by these new 


measures is their introduction so soon after. 


Russia's warm support for Israel at the 
United Nations, and there is humiliation in 
the thought of the réle which Jewish Com- 
munists are being made to play in the execu- 
tion of this new policy. Only a few weeks 
ago, these same Communists were among 
the first to offer contributions towards the 
Hagana Fighting Fund. 


As was the case at the time of its support 
for Israel, Russia's motives for changing its 
policy are less difficult to understand than 
most people care to admit. In its attitude 
towards the problem of the creation of an 
Israclhi State, the Soviet—like most of 
the other Powers—was prompted by 


purely political considerations. It wanted 


an independent Israel which it hoped 
would, because of Britain's bitter opposition 
to it, and because also of a feeling of grati- 
tude, one day become, if not actually an ally 
in the Mediterranean, at least a help in 
breaking or weakening Britain’s long and 
undisputed domination in that area. It was 
a fault of the Jews and not of Russia if the 
latter's warm support was interpreted as aris- 
ing simply from human feelings and sym- 
pathy for a downtrodden people rather than 
from other more material reasons. As soon 
as Moscow realised that in respect of the 
Labour Government in Israel, no less than 
in his judgment of the Labour Government 


in London, Mr. Mototov had committed an 
error, it began to beat a retreat. Hence the 
cooiness with which Mrs. MEYERSON, the 
first Israeli Minister, was received in Moscow 
and the reserve now shown towards Israeli 
diplomats in the other capitals in Eastern 
Europe. The fact that during the Israeli 
elections the Communists failed to exercise 


any influence, coupled with the further fact — 


that Israel, in its need to build up the new 
State, is financially dependent on capitalist 
countries, merely served to emphasise the 
error of judgment and hasten the change of 
policy to which Russia’s allies must now 
also conform. The new attitude towards 
Israel is therefore only one more element in 
the “cold war” against the West, of which 
sphere Moscow has obviously decided that 
Israel 1s bound sooner or later to become an 
integral part. The Israeli leaders, such as 
the head of the Immigration Department, 
would, therefore, be well advised to adapt 
themselves to this new Russian policy and 
take a less emotional and more realistic view. 


But while Russia’s own change of policy 
towards Israel, however regrettable it is, can 
be explained and understood, the same 
philosophy cannot be wholly applied to the 
arrests in Rumania or the police-raids on 
Zionist offices in Hungary. The over-zealous, 
often harsh manner in which Russian- 
inspired policy in this sphere is being adapted 
by Communist rulers in those countries is no 
doubt also prompted in some measure by 
the inborn feeling against the Jew which the 
few years of Marxist preaching have not 
been able to eradicate. In the case of Jewish 
Communists, who in the satellite countries 


'seem to have taken upon themselves the. 


leading role in hunting down Zionism, the 
roots may go even deeper. Although they 
are, as emancipated citizens—and Party 
members-——given a share in the glory of 
conducting the affairs of the country, these 
anti-Zionist Jews cannot rid themselves of a 
vague feeling of insecurity. They cannot 
but regard the present change in STALIN's 
policy towards Israel as somehow an omen 
of other possible changes which may be as 
unwelcome to them in their turn as the 
present phase fs to the Zionists. Aware of 
that, they are thus loudest in decrying the 
rush of applicants for emigration, partly in 
order to demonstrate their loyalty to the 
new régime, partly because, if carried to its 
logical end,*it would leave them in a position 
of unfavourable isolation. 


THE ARAB REFUGEES 


LORD HENDERSON put his finger on the real 
problem of the Palestine Arab refugees when 
winding up the debate in the House of Lords 
on fuesday evening. The sparseness of the 
attendance in the Chamber was in contrast to 
the importance of the subject and was certainl, 
not a compliment to the ARCHBISHOP OF YorK. 
who opened the debate with a speech which 
betrayed His Grace's well-known prejudices. 


Nevertheless, Lord HENDERSON'S references 


to the resettlement of homeless Palestinian 
Arabs in Syria, Iraq, and Transjordan may 
be considered to represent. the Govern- 
ments policy. and are to be welcomed 
as showing a realistic approach to this 
human tragedy. Yndeed, as he said. “it is 
only by such projects that this urgent problem 
of the Palestinian refugees can be tackled with 
prospects of adequate success.” There is now 
no longer an immediate shortage of money. The 
British Government set an excellent example in 
promptly paying its contribution of £1.000.000. 
and the United States has now voted its share 
of $16,000,000. The immediate problem is. 
therefore, to alleviate the appalling conditions as 
much as possible and to begin at once on a 
programme of rehabilitation. This practi- 
cable both im short-term and long-term needs. 
[he refugee camps in the Gaza area and at 
Jericho are situated in surroundings where there 
s NO shortage of water, and large Arab orange 
and banana plantations are urgently in need of 
attention and labour, Immediate arrangements 
could be made in parts of Transjordan to extend 
the wheat crop and provide temporary employ- 
ment for many refugees, and, as we pointed 
out im our issue of November 26 last, plans 
exist for a settlement scheme on the east bank 
of the Jordan which could provide land for 
100,000 settlers. Lord HENDERSON rightly 
emphasised that the problem now was to 
get these plans and schemes into operation. 
Mr. Victor and those who are justi- 
fiably so anxious to alleviate the plight of the 
refugees might find their labours more reward- 
ing if they laid greater stress on rehabilitation 
instead of thinking (as they appear to do) solely 
in terms of immediate relief. While the main 
responsibility for alleviating this shocking dis- 
tress must he with the members of the Unit 

Nations, whose failure to devise a method o 
implementing their partition scheme was the 
principal cause of the disaster, it is, of course. 
meumbent on all men of good will to assist in 


this task, and the nearer they are to th 

lem the keener will be their desire to help. Th 
it to find that the Israc!; Foreign 
Minister, Mr. SHaretr, has affirmed tha: “to 
help in the financing of resettlement projeci, in 
the neighbouring countries, Israel will he are. 
— to pay compensation for the land left ip 
srael by the Arabs who have fled.” In the 
solution of this problem, sense is bettie, than 
sentimentality. 


PRESS AND PUBLIC 


In the House of Commons last Friday a 
private member's Bill, in the name of Mr RY 
GRIMSTON, came up for second reading [hig 
Bill, which would supersede a paragraph og 
the subject in an earlier Act, would provide for 
the admission of the Press to meetings of pubtic 
bodies, particularly those set up by recent legis 
lation. Although the Bill was talked out on thi 
occasion, it embodies a principle of no |ittle 
importance for the effective working of ou, 
democratic system. As its promoter: have 
pointed out, this is not a question of the privilege 
of the Press, but of the rights of the public 
Access to information about matters concerning 
the public welfare is a right of the people. not of 
the Press, whose duty it is, however, to keep the 
public fully iahewmed, so that Ms right ts properly 
safeguarded. It ts especially with regard 1 
meetings of local authorities that the slatutory 
right of Press (and therefore public) facilities 
requires to be reformulated, Onl if the con- 
cerns of local government are made widely 
known will the right persons be encouraged to 
participate in this an informed public 
opinion be maintained. The rights of the Press 
are too often disregarded by authorities who try 
(misguidedly) to keep private their management 
of public affairs. It should be, but is unfor- 
tunately not always, normal procedure for the 
Press to receive advance copies of committee 
minutes and agenda papers, in order to be able 
so inform the people authoritatively and stime- 
late discussion while it can still be effective. 
Furthermore, various public bodies. of recent 
creation seem reluctamt to open their mectings 
to representatives of the Press. Each of these 
aspects has a close bearing on owr Jewish com- 
munal institutions. Many persons are dis- 
couraged from taking part in their management 
because of alleged vested interests and oligarchic 
control. Colour is lent to stich allegations by 


the difficulties sometimes~put in the way of this - 


newspaper giving proper information about 
meetings and documents which should be made 
known tm the public interesf. There arc. also, 


far too many hints—and sometimes outright 


demands—-by chairmen and even individual 
members at meetings directed to the reporter to 
omit this or that matter which has been openly 
discussed. The reporter's duty. which is based 
upon a long tradition. of professional practice. 
is quite clear: to report at once such approaches 
to his editor, upon whom the final decision 
unequivocally rests. But if we refurn to the 
local authorities mentioned in Mr. Grimstons 
Bill. it is also a vital Jewish interest to ensure 
Press access to the proceedings of the new 
authorities established under the recent Fduca- 
tion and National Health Service Acts. so that 


the community can be satisfied that the specific 


rights of their own denominational schools and 
hospitals are being protected. 


A NEW BY-LAW 


INTEREST in the last meeting of the Board of . 


Deputies has naturally centred on the proposed 
amendment to the Board's Constitution concern 
ing the appointment of Marriage Secretaries at 
Liberal Synagogues. Both Deputies and the 
general public rightly held the importance of 
that issue to be paramount—even if. in the 
upshot, no decision was reached. Yet other 
constitutional points were also discussed. and 
approval was given to several new by-\a¥s 
recommended by the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee, Among them was the following 
“No motion shall be submitted to the Board 
which in the opinion of the Presideni is one (he 
discussion of which would not be in the communal!

As autobiography, HM maintains an 

admirable balance between 

and aloofness, and tt reveals a person- 
ality of great strength, charm, insight, 
and humour which has been mellowed 
by years and experience, but is by no 
means lacking m a certam caustic 
quality. The chargcterisations of the 
numerous interesting and important 
people he has met, Jews and Gentiles, 
are often penetrating and are on the 
whole. mclined to be .just rather than 
generous, at any rate im the case of 
the Jews. Where so many of his old 
co-workers are mentioned, one misses 
with regret the names of a number of 
the stalwarts of English Zionism who 
have worked with him and are still 
active in the movement.

Though the title “ Trial and Error” is

Pro-British Orientation 


The pro-British orientation followed 
naturally from Weizmann’s fundamental 
approach to Zionism.

and not on the flimsy foundation of paper 
promises, it was clearly the right policy 
to avoid forcing the issue of political in- 
dependence until there’ had been an 
opportunity of buikhng up a Yishuv 
strong cnough to stand on its own feet: 
and a temporary British suzerainty or 
mandate over Palestine scemed to offer 
the best guarantee of such an oppor 
tunity. Hence the policy which led to 
the first political triumph of Zionism in 
the Baliour Declaration of 1917: hence 
also, Weizmann’s patience under the 
successive discouragements which Zionism 
had to suffer as British affection cooled 
off. 

Oi the first of these, the Churchill 
White Paper of 1922, he writes that ix 
“was regarded by us as a serious 
whitthng-down of the Balfour Declara- 
tion, but he none the jess believes, prob. 
ably with justice, that in the early years 
of the Mandate there were great oppor. 
tunities in Palestine, only that. for various 
reasons which he mentions. the Jewish 
people was not able to take full advantage 
f them.

A Fortunate Decision 


Next to Zionism, chemistry has been 
Dr. Weizmann’s ruling passion, and the 
two interests have sometimes clashed, 
though in the main they have pulled 
together. When Dr. Weizmann 
‘Switzerland for Manchesier in 1904, i 
was with the definiic intention of with 
drawing from Zionist activity for a time 
and devoting himsclf to tes sentific 
work.

The scope of ths book—Vol. of 
the Lectures--is to observe in 
what different forms and instiiutions the 
universally assumed divine governance 
was conceived to be cacrened over them 
by the various peoples of the ancient 
world down to about the wme of the 
Persian dominance.

For only im the 
English-speaking countries, with their 
Biblical tradition, would the idea of a 
Jewish return to Palestine appear as 
something m «self natural and not 
merely fantastx. From Cromwell's 
tee onward nt had been ventilated 
from time to time, and the elder 
statesmen to whom Weizmann could 
appeal 40 years ago were still of the 
generation that had been brought up 
on the Bible.

Advice to Parents 


From Dayan M. SWIFT 
To the Editor of THE Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sia,—Permit me to bring to the notice 
of your readers a matter which is of 
great importance to the Jewish Com- 
unity. Children aged 10 plus have 
aiready been sitting for the Common 
Entrance Examination for their transfer 
to Secondary Schools, and their parents 
are now giving the choice of a new school 
for their children serious thought. 

The new Jewish Grammar Schools in 
London have already proved that they 
are able to give boys and girls most 
modern training in the arts and sciences 
and prepare them for a University .or 
other career. Expert tuition ts provided 
classical and modern languages, 
‘ory and geography, as well as music, 
drawing, bandwork, and woodwork. The 
Natural Sciences are taughi both theoreti- 
cally and practically with the help of 
well-equipped, up-to-date laboratories. 
Attention is paid to recreational and 
physical sports on the playing fields or 
in the gymnasium. Other activities in- 
clude frequent visits to educational films, 
museums, or the theatre, to broaden the 
outlook of a child growing up in the 
modern world. 

Besides all the secular subjects, as 
yught in all Public and Grammar 
Schools, room is found in the curriculum 
for Hebrew tuition, which includes clas- 
sca! and modern Hebrew. The spoken 
language is taught by teachers who have 
spent many months in Israel, thus not 
only being competent to impart a first- 
hand knowledge of the language, but also 
of living conditions, geography, history, 
land. 

Furthermore, can it be expected from 
a boy or girl who comes home in the 
evening from a Grammar Schoo! or High 
SXhool, with bomework to do in two 
or three subjects, that they should attend 
Hebrew classes or Talmud Torah regu- 
larly and be able to reach a high stan- 
dard, both im their secular and religious 
sudies ? To my mind, this dual aim 
can only be reached if the child is given 
the opportunity of attending a Jewish 
Grammar School, where both secular and 
Jewish subjects are taught by highly- 
qualified and trained teachers and where 
the child enjoys all the amenities of a 
ine Grammar Schoo) in a true Jewish 
cnvironment, 

Besides these considerations, we must 
not lose sight of the difficulties experi- 
enced im non-Jewish schools in connec- 
von with mid-day meals, winter Friday 
evenings, Jewish festivals, prayers, 
hymns, and religious instruction, and the 
fecing of alienation and segregation 
which may develop in the child's men- 
laity uf all these special facilities are 
demanded, and must be demanded. 

The above considerations only form 
part of the arguments that should be 
borne in mind by parents when they make 
their decisions concerning the 
education of their children. 

At this moment, particularly when so 
many of us are planning or preparing to 
settle im or visit our own Holy Land, 
( should. not be out of place to suggest 
‘hat parents should give the question of 
the Jewish Grammar School their careful 
consideration

conveyed grectings to the Conference. 

On the motion Mr. Janner, the 
Conference resolved to mark the Federa- 
tion's Jubilee by inscribing the Federation 
and its officers in the Golden Book of 
the Jewish National Fund, and called 
upon ali Zionist societies and affiliated 
bodies to do hkewise. 

Mr. Israci Sieffl, who gave the jubilee 
address, said that in this country their 
Federation had played a great part in the 
building of a solid Zionist front. In that 
jubilee year, they must re-dedicate them- 
scives to help Israc! two fulfil mission. 

Rev. K. Goldbloom recalled the 
names of the founders of the Federation 
and other great names in English 
Zionism. 

“Zionism and Anglo-Jewry was the 
subject of an address by Mr. Paul Good- 
man, the Treasurer. 

The closing address was given by Pro- 
fessor S. Brodetsky. 

Sunday morning's session at the Lon- 
don Casino constituted the General 
Zionist session. It was presided over by 
Mr. J. Halevi. 

The General Zionists, said Professor 
Brodetsky, claimed to represent the 
movement as a whole. The General! Zion- 
ists outside Palestine represented 
perhaps 90, per cent of the Jews who 
were attached to this ideal. If the 
General Zionists did not come to the 
Congress organised to put forward their 
views, the result would be that the great 
mass of Zionists in the world would have 
no influence on the Congress. 

He belicved that in this country the 
overwhelming majority of the General 
Zionists, who were progressive, refused 
to be pushed into opposition to Labour.

He said 
thar the Synagague Council was repre- 
sented at that Conference by no tewer 
than 114 synagogues 

The outstanding problem with which 
they were faced immediately, he said, 
was the propagation of Hebrew as a liv- 
ing language and as a link between them- 
selves and Israel.

He gave them distinct laws about 
offer ings He permitted the people to 
bring the first of the fruits and the most 
perfect of the cattle, but these offerings 
were, for the most part, to be made for 
the service of the sanctuary and for the 
use of the pricsis, who had no land or

But there was also another kind of 
sacrifice that God permitied: if a man 
had done wrong, cither in ignorance or 
knowingly. he could bring a sn offering 
as an atonement. But God imsisted that 
an offcring did not atone for a sin, that 
it Was mecessary to restore any injury 
done to another person by payment, or, 
fan unirue statement had been made, 
the sinner mrust retract his words.

SOCIETIES IN DIFFICULTIFS 
Union’s Financial. Plight 


[By Jewisn Reporter) 


Anxiety about the future of the Union 
of Young Israel Societies, and particu- 
larly about its financial position, was ex- 

essed at the annual conference of the 

sion, held at Woburn House, London, 
on Sunday. 

“ We have been through a most diffi- 
cult year,” declared Mr. Rupert Gauni, 
Chairman of the Union. By ing to 
give our societies facilities which they 
ough to have, we have been landed in 
considerable debt. We have lost over 


200. 
No new societies had been created, and 
one branch—Ruoverpark—had lost, 
added the Chairman. Many socicties 
had difficulties because of lack of 
premises. There had been trouble at 
Richmond, where some members, who 
felt that the Union was not doing enough 
for Zionusm, had decided to form a new 
society. Bitter feeling had arisen 
berween two sections of their youth. The 
Acting Chairman of the new group had 
agreed that +t should be a section of the 
Young Israel, and it could, if it wanted. 


affiliate to the Federation of Zionist 
Ye uih Societies. 
if other societies, commented Mr. 


Gaunt. felt that they had members who 
wanted to do something for Zionism they 
should be able to do So aS a section in 
he soceties. 

Referring to the Union's decision to 
have a Religious Officer. the Chairman 
said that they had written three times to 
the Chief Rabbi asking him if he could 
arrange for y to undertake the 
task, but they had received no satisfac- 
tory reply, 

The Y.L. Societies, Mr. Gaunt went 
on, had not been giving the co-opera- 
uon which was nméeded, nor had they 
availed themselves of the facilities which 


a Union could give. The only event 
was feally successiul was Sports 


y. 

A call to the YJ. members lO arrest 
the falling-off of their ac vitties and to 
work to regain the Union's former glory 
was made by Davan H M. Lazarus. 
President of the Union. 


Defence and Zionist Officers 


In the discussion, Mr. G. Don pro- 
posed the appomtment of a Defence 
Officer, who would act as: a haison 
between the Union and the Defence 
Commiuttce of the Board of Deputies and 
the Association of Jewish Ex-Servicemen.

Bevin in Washington were ordered by 
the State Department after demonsira- 
tors, including Jews, had thrown cggs 
and tomatoes at him on his arrival here 
in the Queen Mary on Wednesday.

This ts 
a spontancous demonstration of Jews 
against Bevin's [sraci policy.” 

Judge Morris Rothenberg, the Manhat- 
tan magistrate, declined to take the case.

be more convincing to the ambitious 
colonel. 

Damascus reported yesterday (Thurs- 
day) that Faris el Khouri had formed a 
new Government with the consent of the 
Army. If that is so, it is certain that 
peace talks with Israel will not be con- 
tinued. This turn of events, if confirmed, 
would be a particularly serious setback to 
the latest version of the British plan for 
the Middle East. There were great 
that Nuri would bring off the union be- 
tween Syria and Iraq, and vindicate 
and British policy at the same time. It 
would also set back Israci's hope for an 
early all-round armistice. 

General Foreign Office inclination ts to 
wait and see what happens next. 

Over a week has passed since the meet- 
ing of the Arab League Council in Cairo 
was concluded. It was one of the mos 
important the League has held. lis 
future was at stake. Significant events 
took place. But they did not enjoy the 
attention of cither Parliament or the 
British Press. 

The meeting was scheduled for March 
17. It opened that day—bui the dele- 
sgates were clearly puzzied. A few days 
eaflier, Nuri Pasha, the Iraqi Premier. 


had appointed his old colleague and lead- 


ing lragi opponent of Zionism, Dr. 
Fadhi! Jamal. as Iraqi Ambassador to 
the Court of King Farouk. Jamali was 
also to represent Iraq on the Arab League 
Council. 

Then. just as the League was about to 
start work, Dr. Jamah was called to 
Baghdad by the Iraqi Premier. There 
was a Cabinet crisis. and Nuri asked: Dr. 
Jamali to take over his old office of 
Foreign Minister. That was one side of 
the story. 


Iraqi Delegate Absent 


Meanwhile in Cairo, the other League 
members were about to commence their 
meécting, but there was neither sign of 
Dr. Jamal: returning nor of a substitute 
delegate to take his place. Iraq was 
ostentatiously emphasising us absence. 

The Iraqi action was not hidden from 
the public. The Secretary-General of 
the League. Azzam Pasha. and the Cairo 
Press were quick to recognise the slur 
and the intended target, and they pub- 
hicly declared themselves against the 
lragi action. Azzam Pasha indicated 
that Iraq had for some time been rather 
slack in her. obligations to the League. 
She had not paid her membership dues 
for over two years. 

Even more interesting were the broad- 
casts by Cairo radio and inspired com- 
munications in the leading Cairo papers. 
For the first time since Nuri. so. unex- 
pectediy became Premier three months 
ago. a corner of the veil that has hung 
so effectively. over events“in Baghdad was 
hfted 

Immediaicly after Nuri had become 
Premier he had sent special emissaries 
to Damascus and Beirur, and he himself 
had visited Amman. The purpose of al! 
these journeyings was shrouded = im 
silence and censorship. Only two con- 
sequences were noticeable. The Chris- 
tian Arabs in the Lebanon were becom- 
mz markedly -uneasy. and in Cairo 
officials of the League and the Govern- 
ment also expressed concern. But only 
now has the public been told what itt 
was all about. The old Greater Syiia 
plan, which would merge Transjordan. 
Syria, and Iraq, has been dropped—on 
the advice of the British Government. 
according to Cairo spokesmen. King 
Abdullah was personally too unpopular 
with too many Arabs: he could no 
longer be entertained as a candidate 
accepiable either to Irag or Syria. Fur- 
thermore, he has his hands full if he 
is to absorb Arab Palestine in his new 
dominion. 

In place of this old plan. there 
emerged the new Nuri scheme—also with 
full British backing. This proposed a 
umion of and Syria with the }3-vear- 
old boy, King Feisal Il, as ruler of the 
new State. Until the King comes of 
age, the present Regent would act for 
him, and when Feisal took over. the 
Regent Abdul Iliah would be made 
Viceroy of Syria. The plan foresaw the 


ultimate inclusion of the Lebanon into 
this new State. .

peace settlement. Israel would claim 
damages from the aggressor States for 
losses susiained as a resuli of Arab 
aggression and the crushing burden of 
war-time expenditures inflicted on its 
population. 

The Isracli Minister said there was 4 
good deal of misunderstanding prevailing 
around the question of Arab refugees. 
lt was important to realise that the Arab 
exodus from Israel and the probiem of 
Arab .refugees was the direct result of 
the war of aggression waged avainst 
Israel by the neighbouring Arab Siates 
Had there been no war. there would have 
been no flight. and there would have 
been no refugee probiem. The Jews. 
originally, were ready to adjust them- 
selves to the presence of a large Arab 
minority within the borders of their 
State.

Those who urecd wholesale repaira- 
tion did not realise the imsuperabie difh- 
culties which stood in the way o! such 
repatriation. Owing to the war and the 
Arab exodus, the State of Israc! had 
evolved diflerentiv from the way it would 
have developed had there been no war 
and no flight. If the Arabs were repatri- 
ated, they would return to a country 
totally different from the one they knew 
previously. Integration of these people 
into the new administrative and cannomi 
pattern of life in Israel to-day was 
fraught with enormous difficulties 

The Arab economy is ruined, declared 
Mr. Sharett. Tremendous efforts and 
vast expenditures would be needed for 
their rehabilitation. These efforts and 
funds would be spent more profitably if 
resettlement were undertaken in the Arab 
countries rather than in an over whelm- 
tingly Jewish Siate. - 

This did not, however, preclude some 
limited measure of repatriation 
depended on whether there was peace 
and what kind of peace it was The 
problem of inter-racial relations between 
Jew and Arab, whether within Israe! of 
beiween Israel and her neighbours. was 
one and indivisible, he said.
